It is also the terminus of its Middle 
and the starting point of its Northern Di- 
vision, and in the early history ot the Rail- 
way its headquarters were here. 

Until the present season the New York, 
Ontario & Western Railway have not run 
continuous mail or passenger trains from 
Middletown to Oswego, but since its re- 
organization it has established a throngh 
train from New York to Oswego. 

At Earlville, the Syracuse & Chenango 
Valley Railroad connects with the New 
York, Ontario & Western. Over this road 
connections are made with Syracuse at the 
West and with Lake View,Cazenovia Lake, 
the favorite place of meeting of the Sun- 
day School Assembly every summer. 

Smith’s Valley (Valley Mills P. 0.) isa 
small village, but hassome importance as 
the junction with the Reme-Clinton Di- 
vision of the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Railroad, 

Eaton commonly called Log City, and 
Morrisville, the stations next in order, aro 
two very pretty villages in Madison Coun- 
ty.

A recent arrival at the Zoological Society's 
gardens in Regent's Park is a snake, the 
echicaurinata, about a foot and a ‘half Jong, 
and of a dingy gray. Yot, although in appear- 
ance neithér interesting nor formidable, it is 
tho deadliest of ofeated things, This detestable 
little worm. which, looking at it, the spectrtor 
might make bold to say he could imitate very 
passab'y in cork and putty, is nevertheless, 
one of the miracles and master-pieces of nature. 
The echis comes te us from India, where it “is 
tolerably common, being found in nearky every 
part of the peninsula, and feared wherever 
found as the incarnation of instant und terrible 
destruction. Fortunately however, for man, it 
is not‘like the cobra and the kovit, a house 
frequenting snake; for its tiny size would give 
it a terrible advantage over bamrn beings who 
live crowded together, as the nrtives of India 
o, in small darkened rooms, while 1ts aggres- 
sive Habit would make it infinitely more ‘fatal 
to life than its dreaded relative, For this 
king of the asps, is not only venomous beyond 
conception, but is actively offensive. It does 
not turn to escape from man, as the cobra 
will, or flush into concealment like the korait, 
but conscious, perhaps, of its deadliness deliber- 
ately keeps the path agairst its human assail- 
ant, aud, putting Ins 18 inches of length 
against bis -bullk, © challenges and ‘pro- 
yokes the conflict. . A stroke with a whip 
will cut it in two, or a clod of earth disable it; 
but such is its moalignity that it will invade 
attack by every device at its command, staking 
its own life on tie mere chance of its adversary 
coming withia the circle of itspower, At most’ 
the radius of this circle is 12 inches, but with- 
in it, at any point,lies certain death,and onsthe 
bare hope of hand or foot trespassing within 
its reach, the echis throws its body into a figure 
of eight coil, and; attracting attention by, rub- 
biog its loops together, which from the rough- 
ness of the scalos—henéo the epithet carmnata— 
makes a rustling hissing ound, erects its head 
in the centre, and awaits attack, No one 
having oncé encountered this terrible worm can 
eyer forget its truculent aspect when thus 
aroused, its aggressive ir, ‘its restless coils, 
which in constant motion one over the other 
and rustling ominously all the white, atealthily 
but surely bring it nearer io the object af its 
fury, the eye malignant even beyond those of 
other vipers, and then the inconceivable’ rap- 
idity of its stroke.
